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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


THE CONTROL OF THE STEEL INDUSTRY. 


EMBERS of the building industry will have noted 
with particular interest the report of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee on the present position and 
future development of the iron and steel industry, issued 
on Tuesday. The Committee appears to have taken 
a judicial view of the problem which was created osten- 
sibly by the proposal to re-establish steelworks at 
Jarrow, but,it seems with equal reality, to attempt to 
arrive at some happy mean between the rehabilitation of 
that trade, in which rationalisation and protective 
tariffs play major parts, and the requirement of industry, 
which is, briefly, a sufficient supply of steel and iron 
available without undue delay and at a reasonable price. 
The building industry, in common with other leading 
trades, has reason to complain of the non-fulfilment of- 
those desiderata—granting even the incidence of an un- 
usual and, it is hoped, temporary demand occasioned 
by rearmament. The shortage of structural steel has 
been acute in some instances, and has undoubtedly 
exercised a hampering effect upon building progress. 

These mal-effects have been explored before in our 
columns. The question uppermost in the minds of this 
industry is: What precaution can be taken to prevent 
such an occurrence again taking place? The answer, 
in our opinion, is to be found in the following extract 
from the report: ‘‘ An essential prerequisite is the 
determination from time to time of the capacity of pro- 
duction to be aimed at, both in gross and by categories 
of commodities.” This statement is yet another re- 
inforcement for the argument that a survey of proposed 
construction should be undertaken at once and sub- 
sequently maintained. The machinery is already avail- 
able, in the records of the local authorities of plans 
submitted. Those records only require extension, by 
taking out rough quantities for principal materials, to 
enable the Government to be able to estimate with fair 
accuracy the potential demand. 

This proposal is one, we believe, which is being con- 
sidered for recommendation by a special committee of 
the Building Industries’ National Council, and we hope 
that, if it is put forward, the Government will accept 
and implement it. It has taken a shortage of 
one particular material, steel, to bring into the centre 
of the industrial stage the whole question of estimating 
future demand for materials. The building industry, 
as one largely affected by ample supply, or otherwise, 
of materials, owes it to the country not less than to 
itself to press for the establishment of permanent 
machinery to enable those demands to be forecast and 


met. 
ARCHITECTS’ REGISTRATION. 


T the 21st ordinary council meeting of the Architects’ 
Registration Council (reported on page 75) it was 
decided, by 22 votes to 4, to reintroduce the Architects’ 
Registration Amending Bill into Parliament in the next 
session. This, of course, would be necessary only if the 
Bill fails this session. The question of advisability of 
pressing on with the Bill was fully debated, and those 
architects who are in favour of the principle of com- 
pulsory registration but hold the view that the weight 
of opinion in the House of Commons is against the pro- 
posal will read with interest and pleasure the belief of 
one of the speakers, Mr. R. D. Acland, M.P., that 
“opinion in the House is favourable to the Bill. I do 
not say,” he continued, “ that the opposition is negligible, 
but I do not think that it can be described as being a 
very large opposition. I think that if it were possible to 
get a vote on the Bill in the House of Commons there 
would be a substantial majority in favour of it. This, 
of course, represents a change in the opinion of the 
House as compared with ten years ago.” This is a 
statement highly encouraging to registrationists. 


The Bill, as a result of the same meeting’s action, will 
be presented with an amendment additional to its 
original form. This takes the form of a provision for 
the setting up of an independent tribunal to which any 
person aggrieved by a decision of the Council in regard 
to refusal to admit to the Register may appeal. This 
many will consider an undoubted improvement. 


RIBBON DEVELOPMENT 


ERTAIN observations made at the Scarborough 
meeting of the Rural District Councils’ Association 
suggest a general disquiet concerning the operation of 
Ribbon Development law. A conclusion that the Act has 
had a less beneficial influence upon highroad amenities 
than seemed desirable appeared to have been reached 
by some of the authorities most nearly affected, and is 
one which cannot be lightly rejected. One member 
expressed his conclusions by suggesting that the Act, 
as at present administered, did not check Ribbon 
building, but merely thrust it further back, and that 
does indeed seem to be the immediate effect. In the 
series of articles* which was recently published in The 
Builder, this aspect of the question received some 
attention, and in many ways followed a similar line of 
thought to that expressed at Scarborough. If it were 
possible to organise a conference of parties qualified to 
treat this subject in a constructive way, we believe that 
good would come of it. As it is, there are few people 
with an outlook sufficiently wide to embrace the whole 
field of cause, effect, and public and private interest, 
so that it is essentially a subject for the pooling of 
experience and knowledge. 


BANK BUILDINGS. 


6 eaees has been some controversy of late on the 

subject of the appropriate architectural style for 
bank buildings, especially as related to old towns, with 
their prevailing traditional note. With this question 
has been linked up the problem of a bank that likes 
its buildings to have a certain amount of uniformity 
in external appearance. A traditional manner seems 
to be well suited to a bank, which should suggest 
solidity and inspire confidence, and some degree of 
uniformity should be no disadvantage. Such limitations 
need not cramp freedom of interpretation. We have 
before welcomed the example of the banks in building 
on this principle. 

It would be a pity, assuming the architectural be- 
comingness of bank buildings of so-called “ uniform ” 
design, to condemn them for this characteristic. Con- 
tinuity of style is, after all, only an approach towards 
that national continuity of style which existed up to the 
end of the Georgian period. The alternative of em- 
ploying a local architect or one working from a central 
office is rather a question of the architects available. 
If the bank’s wishes are reasonably regarded by the 
architect employed, there should be no necessary loss 
to continuity of style while adding to the variety or unity 
which such distributed employment should supply. 
In the cases where banks are established in a previously 
planned building, as in a row of shops, it is far better 
to make the outside elevation of distinction, as showing 
a better example, than tq conform with the average of 
the house fronts, which may be of the poorest character. 
This problem faces us in many directions with the 
improvements in craftsmanship and design. In the 
case of the poor stained glass which survives in churches, 
for example, it is much better to execute a really good 
window than to attempt any reconciling of the two.

A Film of a 
Church Restoration. 

Tue work of restoring the ancient 
church of the Holy Rude, Stirling, to its 
medizeval glory is being recorded by the 
cinematograph camera, and the com- 
pleted film is to be shown at the Empire 
Exhibition in Glasgow next year. The 
restoration will cost about £40,000, and 
the Home Board of the Church of Scot- 
land has arranged with the committee in 
charge to have the work filmed, through- 
out every stage. The production and 
camera work of the film is being done 
by Mr. J. S. Nairn, manager of the Regal 
Cinema, Stirling; Mr. James Atterson, 
art master of Stirling High School, is art 
director; and the Rev. Lewis A. Suther- 
land, minister of the church, is providing 
the historical data. The filming of the 
stained-glass windows is being done in 
colour process, the remainder of the film 
being in monochrome. 


Report of Departmental Committee on 
Garden Cities and Satellite Towns. 

Tae General Purposes Committee of 
the London County Council, in reporting 
on the conclusions and recommendations 
of the Departmental Committee on 
Garden Cities and Satellite Towns, state 
that the establishment of garden cities 
and satellite towns is very desirable, but 
that, bearing in mind the need for com- 
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prehensive planning in London and the 
Home Counties, and the financial and 
administrative problems involved, it 
should be left to H.M. Government to 
take the initiative, especially as the 
Government has announced its intention 
to set up a Royal Commission on a 
related subject, namely, the location of 
industry. In the circumstances, the 
General Purposes Committee feel that no 
action on the report of the Departmental 
Committee is called for on the part of the 
Council.

Building 

Progress. 

Lonnpon Brick Co. announce that 
they achieved two new records in 


June: 160,989,437 bricks were delivered 
to builders throughout the country 
during the month, and on a single day 
record deliveries of 7,532,331 bricks were 
made. In view of the setback in the 
value of estimated building work shown 
by the Ministry of Labour figures for 
May, this is encouraging and would seem 
to indicate that that setback was only 
temporary. Additional corroboration for 
this is, we hear, to be found in the 
Ministry of Health’s half-yearly report 
on Housing Progress. This will be issued 
early next week, and will bear out the 
upward trend in the building industry. 
It will reveal that the production of 
approximately 300,000 new houses a year 
is being maintained and even increased, 
over 3,000,000 new houses having already 
been provided under the Ministry’s 
scheme of assisting local authorities and 
private enterprise. The report, although 
indicating all-round increases, does not 
include reference to the record June 
figures, as it covers the six months ended 
March 31. 


Slum Clearance and Rehousing. 

THE most recent figures showing the 
position of slum clearance and rehousing 
are summarised by the Ministry of Health 
as follows :— 

During May local authorities declared 
areas comprising 5,133 houses represent- 
ing the displacement of 21,531 persons, as 
compared with 4,251 houses and a dis- 
placement of 16,393 persons in April. The 
Orders submitted during May covered 
4,427 houses and the displacement of 
19,666 persons, as compared with 4,561 
houses and the displacement of 18,532 
persons in April. The Orders confirmed 
during May covered 2,791 houses and 9,902 
persons as compared with 4,559 houses 
and 17,312 persons in April. The total num- 
ber of houses in confirmed Orders is now 
141,738, involving the displacement of 


607,124 persons. 
The latest available figures for rehous- 
At the 


ing progress are those for April. 
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end of that month there were 58,142 houses 
under construction, as compared with 
58,908 at the end of March and 58,276 at 
the end of February; 6,078 houses were 
completed during April, as compared with 


6,257 during March and 5,553 during 
February. The great majority of these 


houses are being provided for rehousing 
persons displaced in connection with slum 
clearance schemes. New houses approved 
during May numbered 6,361, as compared 
with 7,605 in April and 6,805 in March. 


A Symbol for the 
National Fitness Campaign. 
THE National Fitness Council is invit- 
ing designs for an emblem to serve as 
a symbol for the National Fitness Cam- 
paign. Art students all over England and 
Wales are to have the opportunity to 
enter a competition to provide this 
emblem, and the creator of the winning 
design will receive a prize of £30.

Competitors must be bond-fide 
students of an Art School or Art Class. 
What is wanted is an original and apt 
design suitable for reproduction in sizes 
varying between a postage stamp and a 
poster 20 in. wide by 30 in. deep. The 
design itself should not include any 
lettering. Its symbolism, if not obvious, 
should be briefly explained. Students 
may obtain the full conditions from their 
Principals.

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THE PLAN AND PLANNER OF ADELAIDE 


By THOMAS ADAMS, D.Eng., F.R.1.B.A., F.1.L.A., M.T.P.I. 


My main purpose in preparing this lec- 
ture* has been to attempt some appraisal 
of the plan of Adelaide, of qualities which 
were given to it by its author, and of the 
significance of certain of its features as a 
world-wide example. For that purpose, it 
would have been well, in one sense, if I 
had known Adelaide as it has grown, and 
is to-day; but in another sense it is best 
that my mind is free from knowledge of 
the development that has followed the 
plan, so that I can concentrate attention 
on the character of the plan itself and on 
some aspects of its evolution from the 
distant point of view of an outsider who 
has never seen Adelaide. 


No one will be able to describe Adelaide 
as a perfect city because it was planned 
in advance. No such city exists, and, in- 
deed, it was said at the Brisbane Town 
Planning Conference in 1918 that Adelaide 
was not without slums. Neither is New 
Edinburgh, Washington, U.S.A., nor any 
other well-planned city; but, if the same 
is true of Adelaide as of these cities, what- 
ever defects it has will be due to the mis- 
guided actions of generations of rulers and 
builders who have either failed to con- 
form to the original conception, or per- 
mitted disorderly expansion out of har- 
mony with that conception. Perhaps it 
may be as true of Adelaide as it was of 
Edinburgh, that the coming of the rail- 
ways did some scarring and mutilation of 
the town and its open spaces. 

When a town is planned de novo as 
Washington in 1791, Adelaide in 1836-37, 
and Canberra just before the Great War, 
a different problem is presented from 
when we plan the extensions or replan the 
inner parts of an existing town. Our 
principal task in England is in the latter 
direction. There are, however, funda- 
mental objectives that apply to all de- 
signs of towns and their improvement. 

Town planning has different meanings 
for different people. One definition is that 
given in a speech delivered by Sir Ronald 
Munro Ferguson, later Viscount Novar, 
at the Brisbane Town Planning Confer- 
ence in 1918, as follows :— 

‘‘ The essence of town planning is imagina- 
tion, the power to picture the village, the

township, the city, the ability to foresee 
future needs, possible changes, such vital 
matters as communications, industry, and 
elbow-room for the community.”’ 

This is a finely comprehensive definition 
of town planning. It indicates the high 
qualities that should be possessed by those 
who lead and act in the planning of towns 
—whether they be statesmen who frame 
the policies that make town planning pos- 
sible and effective, or technical men 
(architects, engineers or surveyors) who 
are trained to conceive and carry out 
plans. It reveals, by implication, the 
reasons for the failure of so much of our 
piecemeal planning in modern times. We 
fail because we tinker with separate 
aspects of planning—perhaps roads alone, 
or buildings alone, or open spaces alone. 
We fail also for a variety of other reasons 
such as that the land broker or speculator 
is allowed to override the town planner or 
because we hamper our efforts by compli- 
cated regulations conceived on the as- 
sumption that the essence of town plan- 
ning is restriction. 

Lord Novar’s definition gives us the key 
to the character and the quality of vision 
of Colonel William Light, who made the 
plan of Adelaide in 1837. Curiously Light 
resembled Major L’Enfant, who planned 
Washington, the Capital of the United 
States, in 1791, in that he was a soldier 
and an artist, as well as a surveyor. 

My personal interest in the plan of 
Adelaide dates back to 1903, when I dis- 
cussed with Sir Ebenezer Howard the belt 
of park land surrounding Adelaide as a 
practical example of Howard’s idea for 
an agricultural belt round a garden city. 
Howard did not know of the plan of Ade- 
laide when he wrote his book in 1889, and 
his proposal was not for a belt of park, 
but of cultivated land. 

Later I was brought in touch with Ade- 
laide by reason of an exchange of corre- 
spondence with the late Charles C. Reade, 
then, and for several succeeding years, the 
Government town planner of South 
Australia, with headquarters in Adelaide. 
It is an interesting coincidence that Reade 
left South Australia in 1921 to go to the 
Federated Malay States, which now 
include the island of Penang, first 
colonised by the father of Colonel Light.

In the foregoing circumstances, and 
because I regarded Adelaide as an out- 
standing example in town planning, it is 
not surprising that, when I became con- 
scious of the fact that this was the cen- 
tenary year of the making of its plan, I 
made the suggestion that this meeting be 
called to commemorate the occasion. 


Colonel William Light. 


What were the antecedents of the man 
who was to immortalise his name in 
Australia as a town planner and whose 
memory is solemnly toasted in a silver 
loving cup at each election of a new 
Mayor of Adelaide Much romantic in- 
terest is attached to his birth in or about 
the year 1785. His father was Captain 
Francis Light, a sailor and a colonial 
adventurer. A disputed legend says that 
his mother was a Malay princess. His 
father played a prominent part in the 
founding of Penang, or Prince of Wales’s 
Island, and planning Georgetown. Un- 
inhabited in his day, the island has now 
a population of over 300,000, of whom 
over 123,000 live in Georgetown. 

William Light was sent to England at 
an early age, grew up there, and first 
entered the Navy, and later the Army. He 
fought in forty-three engagements, and 
was well regarded by his superiors, in 
cluding Wellington. After the battle of 
Waterloo he became an admiral to 
Mehemet Ali, the Pasha of Egypt. In 
1824 he married a daughter of the third 
Duke of Richmond. The first two years 
of his married life he spent in France, 
Switzerland and Italy engaged in drawing 
and writing—and obviously in the study 
of towns. He took great interest in draw- 
ing and architecture. He visited Paris, 
Sicily and Italy. He made many 
sketches, which showed his appreciation 
of the best elements in both urban and 
rural scenery. He exhibited pictures in 
the Royal Academy. The sketches in his 
“Views of Pompeii,’’ made in 1828, in- 
cluding views along the _ processional 
roads, are particularly revealing in this 
respect. His drawing of Palermo shows 
how he appreciated the framework of 
natural beauty round a town. He 
appeared to have the combination of 
organising ability and disciplined mind 
of a good soldier, a gift for drawing, and 
imaginative qualities of a high order. 
His life was full of adventure and pre- 
sents fascinating reading. Its early inci- 
dents are worthy of a much longer de- 
scription. 

I must, however, pass to the year 1836, 
when he was appointed Surveyor-General

of South Australia at a salary of £400 a 
year. On sailing, he said that one of 
his ambitions was to copy his father in 
founding a new colony. 

The following are interesting facts re- 
garding the instructions given to him in 
a letter dated March 9th, 1836, signed by 
the Secretary, Mr. Rowland Hill. 

The South Australian Colonisation 
Commission, sitting in a room in 6, 
Adelphi Terrace, now demolished in that 
replanning process which is doing so 
much injury to London, were wise to 
give the Surveyor-General (combining 
scientific requirements with extensive 
experience) full discretion to select the 
site of the capital of the Colony. He 
was to confer with the Governor but to 
make his own decision. All the credit 
of success or discredit of failure was to 
belong to him. Subsequent events were 
to prove the wisdom of this decision. He 
was provided with surveyors who were 
judges of soils and of timber useful for 
buildings, and a competent botanist and 
meteorologist. 

The letter stated :— 

‘* Having completed the surveys here indi- 
cated, and having carefully recorded al] im- 
portant circumstances so that the different 
sites favourable for the erection of towns may 
be brought into exact comparison, you will 
proceed to determine which of the several

sites shall be selected as that of the first town 
believing that such 
a result will be most effectively secured by 
placing the whole responsibility of the decision 
in your hands the Commissioners purposely 


avoid all minute instructions for your 
guidance.”’ 
The Commissioners themselves had 


ideas regarding the best site for a town. 
In their view it would combine the fol- 
lowing advantages:—l. A commodious, 
safe and accessible harbour. 2. A con- 
siderable tract of fertile land immediately 
adjoining. 3. Abundant supply of fresh 
water. 4. Facilities for internal com- 
munications and communication with 
other ports. 

The letter goes on to say :— 

‘“* As far as practicable you will make your 
self acquainted with the circumstances that 
have determined the sites of new towns in 
the United States of America, in Canada, etc..

and more especially in Australian Colonies ! 


After determining the site of the first 
town, he was to proceed to lay it out 
in accordance with ‘‘ Regulations for the 
preliminary sales of colonial land in the 
country.” He was to make 
‘‘the streets of ample width and arrange 
them with reference to convenience of the 
inhabitants and the beauty and salubrity of 
the town—and you will make the necessary 
reserves for squares, public walks and quays.”’ 

It was following these considerations 
that he was then to 
“* proceed to survey, lay out and map the sur- 
rounding district, and divide the rural Jand 
into sections 134 acres each, with reserved 


roads, and after selection into 80-acre 
sections.”’ 
He was to avail himself of natural 


boundaries and in all surveys reserve all 
land on the coast within not less than 
100 ft. of highwater mark as a public 
road, and at least 66 ft. wide along each 
side of a navigable river, and around 
every lake or other sheet of water, as a 
road. 

From these instructions we gather that 
the Commissioners were fully alive to the 
important considerations in selecting and 
planning a town, and that Light had to 
suffer from requirements’ regarding 
arranging land for sales to new settlers. 

After his appointment he had only 
about two months to devote himself to 
making acquaintance with the planning 
of towns in other countries, of which he 
must already have known a great deal. 








al 
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He sailed on the brig “ Rapid’ on May 
31, and arrived in South Australia on 
August 20, 1836. Another ship, the 
“Cygnet,” had left earlier with assis- 
tant surveyors and duplicate instruc- 
tions, but did not arrive till later. 


Selection of Site and Planning of the Town. 

We now pass to the time when, after 
completion of preliminary surveys, the 
selection and planning of the site of Ade- 
laide was undertaken. Light made up 
his mind to select the site on which the 
City now stands on December 29, 1836. 
He showed the Governor, Captain Hind- 
marsh, over the site the next day, and 
after agreeing to consider an alternative 
site, he rejected it on finding evidence 
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that it was overflowed by the river. He, 
therefore, decided to adhere to his origi- 
nal proposal on December 31. After two 
weeks devoted to looking over the 
ground, on January 11, 1837, the sur- 
vey and staking off began. It was com- 
pleted in two months. Exactly 100 years 
ago last week, on May 23rd, the naming 
of the squares and streets was begun. 
During the Governor’s voyage and after 
arrival there was a great deal of quar- 
relling among the chief officials. Hind- 
marsh appears to have been both irritable 
himself and a cause of irritation between 
his colleagues. Tempers were so tried 
that we read of the Colonial Secretary 
fighting the Treasurer in the streets and 
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of Light being seriously interfered with in 
making his surveys. 

These observations 
diary :— 

‘“‘ During the few days that intervened pre- 
viously to my commencing the plan of the 
town I was incessantly treated with some 
hints of my want of ability in the performance 
of my duty”... 

‘‘Tt was generally supposed that planning 
and measuring out a thousand acres for a 
capital was so easy a job that it could be 
completed in a few days—and the disgrace 
heaped on me again became warm ; I leave 
this matter to be judged of by experienced 
surveyors in England, remarking at the same 


appear in his 


time that they must bear in mind that we' 
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were in a country perfectly in a state of 
nature.”’ 

‘‘The reasons that led me to fix Adelaide 
where it is, I do not expect to be generally 
understood or judged of at present. My 
enemies, however, by disputing their validity 
in every particular, have done me the good 
service of fixing the whole responsibility on 
me. I am perfectly willing to bear it; and I 
leave it to posterity, and not to them, to 
decide whether I am entitled to praise or to 
blame.”’ 

Most men of understanding who have 
made themselves acquainted with his 
work have since acknowledged the 
rapidity of its execution and the sound 
judgment of the choice he made. 

In recalling the difficulties two others 
may be mentioned. In the effort to 
unthrone him an appeal was made to the 
settlers, accompanied by a long statement 
of criticism by a Mr. Stevenson, acting on 
the instigation of the Governor. Steven- 
-on took the chair at a meeting of owners 
called by the Governor, when he was 
repudiated in a vote. 

Light was worried also by lack of money 
2nd supplies, as the following incident 
shows. On sailing in May, he had told 
cne of the Commissioners—Colonel Palmer 
--to send him out ‘‘ some split peas and 
a little pork, as we may be unable to catch 
kangaroo.” When, after the Governor 
intimated that he had no money for 
Light’s purpose, a supply of peas and 
pork arrived, Light was able to dispose of 
it for £500 and thereby finance his opera- 
Lions. 

In addition to facing friction in con- 
nection with Adelaide, he had to suffer 
aspersions on his ability in England. 
his became serious in connection with 
(he rural surveys and led to his resigna- 
tion. It is probable that Rowland Hill, 
the secretary, was the less able to appre- 
ciate the necessity for accuracy of surveys 
and scientific planning, because, before he 
became famous for post office reform, his 
chief interest was to promote the settling 
of able-bodied paupers on waste lands and 
not to found a new overseas dominion. 

On October 5, 1839, Light died, his death 
heing hastened by the sad treatment he 
received. 

In unveiling the memorial in Light 
Square in 1905, Sir Samuel Way said :— 

‘“‘ After 70 years, no better site can be 
found. A mile or two either way would have 
spoilt the whole thing.’ 

In addition, however, to founding a 
iown Light founded a new conception of 
town planning. The fact that in doing 
this work he must have known that he 
was soon to die, recalls another interesting 
coincidence in town-planning history. 
Over 30 years ago the late Daniel Burn- 
iam, who made the great city plan for 
Chicago, was asked to undertake the work, 
and told Charles Norton that it would be 
beyond his strength, as the doctor had 
given him only three years to live. 
‘‘ How long,” said Norton, “ will it take 
‘o make the plan?” ‘Three years,” 
replied Burnham. “ Well,” said Norton, 
“how could you spend them to better 
advantage than in planning Chicago?” 
“TIT guess you’re. right—I’ll do it,” 
responded Burnham, and happily he lived 
. longer than his doctor had predicted. 

What Light was made to realise was 
once expressed by Isaac Newton. ‘“A 
inan must either resolve to put out nothing 
new or to become a slave to defend it.” 

Light’s attitude to his opponents might 
also be compared to that of Caleb in 
“Middle March”’: “There is no sort of 
work that could ever be done well if you 
minded what fools say. You must have it 
inside you that your plan is right, and 
that plan you must follow.” 
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Characteristics of the Adelaide Plan. 


What are the characteristics of this plan 
which invite attention for purposes of 
study and example? It will be observed 
that although it was prepared after rail- 
way construction had begun in England 
and America, it showed no provision for 
railways. A proper adjustment of the plan 
needed to be made later to include this 
provision. The situation and arrange- 
ment of the railways and stations of Ade- 
laide as shown on paper, do not suggest 
that anything unusual was done in Ade- 
laide to prevent the railways from march- 
ing into the town in the fashion of 
railways of that period, with little con- 
sideration of any other question than their 
own convenience. 

As a pattern of streets and plots, the 
plan of two sections of the town has no 
qualities of originality or distinction. It 
is a good example of the conventional 
checkerboard system. The streets were 66 
to 181 feet wide—a width mostly deter- 
mined by chain lengths. It was provided 
with five large and well-placed squares in 
South Adelaide and one in North Ade- 
laide. This was the type of plan’in vogue 
in all new countries in the 17th and 18th 
centuries. For example, Penn’s plan of 
Philadelphia was drawn in the same 
fashion in 1682, and, over a century 
fater, the streets of London, Ontario, 
were planned the same widths by 
English engineers. In ancient times the 
Romans had followed the same pattern 
with narrower widths of streets in such 
Roman colone as Timgad. Perhaps the 
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ragged edges of his rectangular arrange- 
ment on the north of the Torrens Valley 
said to have been caused by topographical 
conditions, and the straight line of North 
Terrace on the south, might have been im- 
proved by curving them more in harmony 
with the alignment of the Torrens River. 
His placing of the Government House in 
the axis of King William Street, indicates 
that he was not indifferent to archi- 
tectural values. The plan, however, was 
not adhered to in this respect, and King 
William Street has been continued straight 
through to North Adelaide. 


His curved roads through the parks 
were intelligently laid out in conformity 
with the topography, and this can hardly 
be said of the revised lines that have been 
followed in practice. He wisely showed 
the road crossings over the River Torrens 
at right angles to the river, but here again 
the plan has been departed from, and the 
road and bridge connections between 
south and north Adelaide appear, on 
paper at least, to show that succeeding 
planners have destroyed much of the 
merit of the original plan. It almost 
looks as if it was as true of the Adelaide 
plan as it was proved to be of the Wash- 
ington plan, that everything that has been 
done to change the plan of Light has been 
a mistake. In 1902 a Commission of ex- 
perts reported that the only real defects 
in the Washington plan were those which 
consisted of departures from the original 
L’Enfant plan. It might be an interest- 
ing study to make a similar stocktaking 
in Adelaide. 
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It may be that the features of the plan 
that I have suggested as more or less 
commonplace are those that are most ad- 
mired in Adelaide. The citizens admire 
their wide streets even if, as is likely, 
some have proved in practice to be too 
wide. They have partly narrowed them by 
haphazard projections of building struc- 
tures. The really good qualities of the 
plan lie in other directions. They may be 
briefly described as a regard for topo- 
graphy in the highest sense, and for the 
value of separation of the town into units 
or cells surrounded by wide belts of land. 
As a generalisation we May express 
Light’s conception as being the arrange- 
ment and distribution of compact units or 
cells of towns within wide open areas. If 
the Adelaide conception were applied to 
London it, would be a concatenation of 
community centres each ringed with 
packs instead of a widespread aggrega- 
tion, or shall we say agglutination, occa- 
sionally interrupted by blobs of parks. 
Hampstead, Richmond and Walthamstow 
are partially separated cells, and might 
with great advantage have had the quali- 
ties of segregation, and surrounding 
spaciousness of Adelaide, with added 
elbow room and convenience. 


The most significant thing then about 
the plan of Adelaide is the division of the 
two sections of one town by the valley 
of the Torrens. Probably the primary 
motive for this was the preservation of 
the river and the land on both sides, 
but it led to the separation of the town 
into two parts with the intent that they 
should fulfil different functions, and, 
therefore, be subject to what may be 
called {‘ natural ” zoning. 


The belts of land round these two por- 
tions forming a figure eight, were appar- 
ently a continuation of the idea which 
started with the preservation of the 
valley. The result was the separation 
of the two towns with the ring of open 
land surrounding each, and _ both 
together. It is this unique feature that 
has a lesson for us in modern times. One 
could not apply it in London to-day, 
although, as already indicated, it exists 
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to some degree in parts. However, the 
idea might inspire a somewhat new 
method of dealing with the green belt. 
Instead of making this a belt of compara- 
tively narrow strips and blobs, it should 
be widened out sufficiently to provide 
sites for compact new sections of town. 
In diagrammatic form the idea might 
be expressed in a series of rings of open 
space forming a chain around London, 
each ring having within it a nodal of 
built-upon area and forming a planetary 
system around the great nodal of Lon- 
don. There will be no difficulty, how- 
ever, in giving effect to the idea in 
smaller towns and in building new towns. 


Coming to the question of how Ade- 
laide has paid the greatest tribute it 
could pay to its founder by safeguarding 
the good qualities of his plan, we find 
on paper reasons for much disappoint- 
ment. It may be that on the site the 
irregularities of building and other de- 
velopment outside the town cells have 
not produced bad effects. I feel certain, 
however, that the result has not been as 
good as it would have been if the plan 
had been more carefully followed. 


We must remember that planning is 
not a single act to provide for all time. 
The town is a stage on which the drama 
of life continuously goes on. The 
planner of the first act lays down the 
street system and the open spaces, but 
his is only one act. Every few years, it 
may be ten or twenty or more, new acts 
of planning have to be performed to 
maintain the standards of the first act, 
and to keep the drama from drifting 
into disorder and chaos. 


A new act started in Adelaide when the 
railways came; another when _ the 
wooden building gave way to the stone 
building; another when the acre plots 
were sub-divided and narrow interior 
streets were opened through them; and 
more recently a greater change of act of 
planning was necessary with the revo- 
lution created by the motor-car. 

What Adelaide is to-day is the result 
of these successive acts of planning at 
different stages; what the succeeding 
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planners, municipal rulers and land 
brokers superimposed on the ground- 
work laid down with such ingenuity and 
foresight by William Light. 

When Sinclair Lewis, in “ Main 
Street,” had one of his characters ask 
were these American towns “left to 
chance,” the answer was, “No, that 
can’t be true. It must have taken genius 
to make them so scrawny.” 

And however well a town may bh 
planned at the beginning it may become 
scrawny, tawdry and tame in parts; it 
may become lacking in efficiency and 
pleasing appearance in some of its 
modern aspects, because of failure ot 
successive generations of performers to 
maintain the standards of its firs 
planners. This is true of newer parts o: 
Edinburgh and Washington. Whethe: 
it is true of Adelaide I am not qualified 
to say, but this I may be permitted tc 
say, that the best tribute to William 
Light is not a statue, nor a meeting t 
commemorate his name, but the carry- 
ing on of the work he began and dic 
so well—the carrying on of that work 
according to standards that will bring 
such honour to the names of those who 
are how planning and developing Ade- 
laide as we now bring, and the citizen: 
of Adelaide will always bring, to the 
name of William Light. 

ADDENDUM.—The above paper was followec 
iby a description of 35 slides. showing plan: 
and views of Adelaide, plans of Edinburgh, 
Canberra, Washington and Moscow, and the 
pattern of garden cities. It was made clear 
in this description that the Adelaide pla» 
is unique. On the one hand, it is not one 
compact town like Edinburgh nor, on the 
other hand, is it an openly developed gardex 
city like Letchworth. Southern Adelaide 
corresponds most to New Edinburgh, with 
its compact rectangular development in 
cellular form in the midst of a belt of park 
North Adelaide compares with Hampstead 
Garden Suburb rather than with Letchworth. 
Adelaide, however, is alone in having two 
detached urban units, with separate 
although related functions, and a park sys- 
tem both jnterwoven with and completely 
surrounding these two units. 

These characteristics that are peculiar to 
Adelaide are what make it the best example 
of the application of the principles - that 
should govern modern town development. 
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THE site for the new Town Hall 
for St. Pancras is on the south side 
of Euston-road, with a frontage of 
260 feet facing St. Pancras Station, 
and of 240 feet to Bidborough-street 
on the south. It has a depth of 130 
feet, bounded on the east by Ton- 
bridge-street and on the west by 
Judd-street. 

The building is four stories in 
height, the average of which is 55 
feet to the top of parapet, exclusive 
of the basement. It contains, as 
well as the council chamber and 
offices, a public assembly hall with 
gallery, capable together of seating 
over a thousand people, with sepa- 
rate entrances in Bidborough-strect 
and other emergency exits. This 
assembly hall, although indepen- 
dent of the town hall, is readily ac- 
cessible from the council suite. The 
assembly hall is provided with a 
stage, and a= green-room, with 
separate accommodation for men 
and women artistes. 

The main entrance to the town 
hall is central from Judd-street 
through a vestibule into the 
entrance hall 27 feet square, out of 
which a corridor to the north gives 
access to the electricity depart- 
ment; to the south are the offices 
of the registrar of births, deaths 
and marriages, and to the east, 
along either side of grand staircase, 
access is obtained to the borough 
treasurer’s department, which 
stretches north to south, under the 
council chamber. On either side 
of the entrance hall, passenger lifts 
are provided to all floors. 

The grand staircase starts cen- 
trally at the east of the entrance 
hall, with return flights of stairs 
either side to the first floor, on 
which level is provided the com- 
plete council suite, consisting of

members’ and lady members’ rooms 
and robing rooms on the west; two 
large committee-rooms, 30 ft. by 
20 ft.; three smaller committee- 
rooms, 20 ft. by 20 ft.; and 
mayoress’s room, all on the south; 
on the north are the mayor’s par- 
lour, 30 ft. by 20 ft., central with 
the main front, with robing room, 
waiting room and mayor’s_ secre- 
tary’s room, as well as a deputation 
room and the town clerk’s office. 


The council chamber, 64 ft. by 
44 ft., with recessed rostrum on the 
east, is placed centrally, top- 
lighted, and readily approached by 
wide corridors. Immediately adja- 
cent to the council chamber, on the 
west, is the members’ lobby, 60 ft. 
by 20 ft., overlooking the grand 
staircase and lighted by two large 
areas about 30 ft. by 20 ft. Imme- 
diately behind the mayor’s chair, 
double doors are provided, giving 
access to the members’ gallery, 
overlooking the assembly hall. 


On the south side of the council 
chamber is a _ public gallery ap- 
proached by an independent stair- 
case from Bidborough-street, and on 
the north side is the members’ gal- 
lery, with accommodation for the 
press, with staircase access from 
Euston-road, but both galleries can 
also be approached from the corri- 
dors of the council suite. Tele- 
phone boxes are provided for use 
of members. ‘ 


The second floor provides accom- 
modation for the public health and 
the estates department, on the 
south; the Town Clerk’s depart- 
ment on the west and south-west; 
and the engineer’s and works de- 
partments, with drawing office, on 
the north, with general office exten- 
sion. On the third floor, to the 





north, provision is made for the 
valuation department and_ the 
necessary space for technical 
assistants during quinquennial 
valuation periods, together with 


rooms for records. On the south 
are situated the women inspectors, 
the baths and cemetery depart- 
ment, and the general office exten- 
sion. 


The basement of the main build- 
ing contains the electricity depart- 
ment show-room and demonstration 
kitchen, etc. 


Below the assembly hall provi- 
sion is made for ladies’ and men’s 
cloakrooms and lavatories, with 
access from the foyer, kitchens, etc., 
with two service lifts serving the 


assembly hall, chair stores, and 
heating and _ ventilating plant 
rooms. 


The building is a _steel-framed 
fireproof structure, with Portland 
stone facings to all four elevations, 
and the roof covered with thick 
green Westmorland slates.

Tus building was erected on the playing- 
fields of the school to overlook the First XI 
pitch. The accommodation consists of a 
changing-room for visitors, complete with 
showers and lavatories, together with a similar 
changing-room fitted with leckers for the school 
First XI. There is also a large room panelled 
in oak for service of teas. Around this room 
at eye-level there is a thin band of vellum 8 in. 
deep, on which are inscribed the names of the 
elevens and fifteens; this forms part of the 
panelling, and the vellum is covered with a 
glass face fixed by an easily removable oak 
moulding. 

On the first floor is the score box, and a 
raised balcony to enable the spectators to see 
over the field with an eye-line uninterrupted 
by balustrading. The score box is on the first 

‘floor, with windows which slide around the 
canted bay, to give an uninterrupted view of 
every part of the field; these windows were 
made by Messrs. Crittalls, and are believed to 
be the first of their kind. The clock was 
presented by one of the Governors of the 
School, the Rt. Hon. Lord Ebbisham, G.B.E.

Following are 
extracts from the winners’ report :— 

The main building has been planned on a central axis between 
Friern Barnet-road and Friern Barnet-lane, as this symmetrical 
arrangement would give dignity. By setting the building back with 
a slightly curved front, an access road with parking space for cars 
is provided, and an ample forecourt to be laid out with architectural 
features. A main central entrance is provided, with secondary 
entrances to each side elevation. 

The council suite is planned on the first floor, with council 
chamber block projecting to the rear, isolated from the business 
portion of the building and all traffic noises, and the committee, 
chairman’s and members’ rooms have quick access from the main 
corridor. The departments are planned as: Basement—heating 
chamber and fuel store; ground fioor—accountant’s, public health 
and Registrar’s departments; first floor—the Clerk’s department; 
third floor—Surveyor’s department and caretaker’s flat. The rates 
and general office of the accountant’s department is planned on a 
ground-fioor mezzanine, to take full advantage of ground levels; 
an exit from this office direct into the yard at rear can be provided 
if required. Each department has been arranged as a self-contained 
entity, complete with lavatories, etc. 

Construction.—The buildings would be constructed with brick walls 
of requisite thickness (no steel framework) and the floors and flat roofs 
of fireproof hollow concrete blocks. The walls externally would be 
faced by 2-in. plum-coloured sand-faced bricks with Ketton stone 
dressings. The floor finishes generally would be wood blocks, with 
terrazzo tiling to lavatories, etc. Flat roofs would be formed of 
‘““ Macasfelt,’’ or other approved patent flat roofing. The pitched 
roofs to main building would be covered with 16-0z. copper sheets 
laid on boarding and felt.

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Watt surfaces internally would be 
finished with ‘‘ Victorite’’ patent 
plaster, with dadoes to corridors, stairs, 
lobbies, etc., in terrazzo tiling. All 
staircases would be in reconstructed 
Hopton Wood Stone with non-slip 
treads. The council chamber would 
be panelled in hardwood to lower por- 
tion, the upper portion of walls and 
ceiling treated with acoustic plaster to 
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give a suitable reverberation. Heating 
would be by ordinary low pressure hot 
water system from sectiona] boilers in 
the basement, fitted with automatic 
stokers or gas boilers. The hot water 
services for basins, sinks, etc., would 
be supplied by circulating system with 
independent hot-water boiler in base- 
ment, or alternatively by separate elec- 
tric water heaters to each block. 
Cost.—The front block is estimated 
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at 1s. 2d. for the basement and Is. 8d. 
for the upper floors—a total of £25,106. 
The rear block {including council 
chamber) at 2s., amounts to £6,960. 
The engineer’s depot, at 9d., accounts 
for £4,518, and public lavatories for 
£966. This gives a total for buildings 
of £37,550. To this is added £1,700 
for forecourt lay-out, parking space, 
yard, etc., of engineer’s depot—a grand 
total of £39,250.

The Award. 

Of the 17 candidates admitted to the com- 
petition (8 from Class I, 4 from Class II, and 
5 from Class III), 14 have submitted designs 
for the subject set, namely, ‘‘ A Zoological 
Garden.”’ 

The Faculty of Architecture consider that the 
general standard of design and draughtsman- 
ship has been maintained. The response has 
justified an unusual and difficult programme. 


Review of the Drawings. 

The site as suggested was an ideal one, 
which has been recognised and ably dealt 
with by the winner, Mr. W. T. C. Walker 
(‘‘ Nero ’’), of the Edinburgh School of Archi- 
tecture. It cannot be said that there is any 
modern example of a complete zoological gar- 
dens in existence, on which candidates could 
have based their schemes or from which they

could have got information of value, so that 
the problem was a difficult one. 

Mr. Walker’s scheme is an easy winner. 
His solution of the problem, both in layout 


and architectural treatment, is an excellent 
one. The plan is clever, and shows the 
author has imagination and powers cf 
visualisation essential for such a scheme. 


This may be judged by the approach from 


the main entrance to the bandstand and 
restaurant. On entering, a series of stepped- 
up garden terraces, with yew hedges, are 


traversed ; a lake is crossed by a bridge, and a 
lawn beyond terminates with the bandstand 
and a tea garden, and a semi-circular two- 
storied restaurant. The restaurant is well 
designed. The architectural treatment is ad- 
mirable, simple and of good proportion, sug- 
gesting its purpose. This, when peopled witl 
visitors on a summer day, should make a

happy colour-scheme and suggests gaiety and 

pleasure. We do not know if the lion 

enclosure would be too near the bandstand. 
It is pleasing to be able to say that the 


designing of the various buildings is as 
meritorious as the layout scheme. The build- 
ings have an appropriateness and are set 


well into their surroundings; they are simple 
structures of good proportion, and where 
demanded possess good modern architectural 
character. 

As may be seen from the plan, the main 
approach is not the only vista. Others are 
also planned, so that the scheme offers many 
surprises or unexpected views which are the 
art of garden planning. The scheme is shown 
by an admirable set of drawings sympa- 
thetically handled, but the medium in the 
layout plans, we think, is rather sooty. 


Other Schemes. 

The commended scheme is by Mr. 
Hubert C. Bennett, A.R.I.B.A. (Manchester 
School of Architecture). His scheme is more 
formal in its layout, and has a directness of 
approach to the various animal enclosures 
which would make their location easy. These 
are planned on either side of the main central 


avenue. The lion and tiger house, bandstand 
and aviaries make a central feature. Beyond 
these are the restaurant and tea_ terraces. 


Fasiness of location may have its advantages 
in some schemes, but in a pleasure resort or 
garden it is not the sole essential. The treat- 
ment of the various groups of buildings shows 
a good modern spirit. 

The problem is so unusual that a falling 
off is noticeable after the first two. Amongst 
the remainder ‘‘Oud’s’’ scheme has good 
points; he created vistas in his layout; 
his buildings are well designed, and are shown 
by good draughtsmanship. ‘‘ Alphonse’s ”’ 
scheme is direct in its layout; here also is a 
central approach with animal enclosures to 
the right and left, terminating with the 
restaurant. This scheme has commendable 
features. 


The Conditions. 

The following are points from the conditions 
of competition :— 

General Idea.—The corporation of a large 
town lying in the midst of an old forest 
region of England have decided to buy an 
adjacent private park, pull down the mansion 
house and convert the property into a zoolo- 
gical garden. 

Site—This is more or less a rectangle, 
running north and south, about 1,500 ft. wide 
along its northern and southern boundaries, 
and about 2,250 ft. along its eastern and 
western boundaries. This rectangle slopes 
gently to the south at about 1 in 30 from a 
ridge on which the mansion house was 
situated, with fine views to the south, east 
and west across the town. To the north the 
site slopes away at about 1 in 20 to the open 
country. The land is well wooded with old 
oak trees, and a small stream meanders across 
it from east to west near the centre. A wide 
main road bounds the site to the south, and 
subsidiary ones follow the other boundaries. 

The Problem.—The problem is to lay out 
the gardens with all the necessary buildings, 
walks, lawns and lakes, and to design in detail 
some of the special structures. Care must be 
taken of the circulation of the public, who 
may number 50,000 on a fine Sunday or Bank 
Holiday. It must also be remembered that a 
modern zoological garden should allow the 
public to see as many as possible of the 
animals, not only through bars or glass in 
suitably designed houses, but out of doors on 
terraces or in paddocks isolated from one 
another and from the public by wide and deep 
ditches, which in the case of the larger 
animals should be about 20 ft. wide and 10 ét. 
deep with vertical sides. A subsidiary object 
of ‘the gardens is that of an ordinary park 
where the public may parade, listen to a 
band, sit about and have light refreshments.

An unusual type of development of a site 
‘or flats is to be seen on the north side of 
Western-avenue, near Park Royal Station, 
where the arterial road stands on an embank- 
ment some .18 ft. above the surrounding 
zround level. On this site, which has a depth 
of only 30 ft. at one end and 68 ft. at the 
other, and a frontage of 340 ft., a reinforced 
concrete platform has been constructed with 
its deck level with the highest part of the 
road. The platform is carried on a double row 
of 16-in. by 24-in. reinforced columns span- 
ning longitudinally, and secondary beams ex- 
tending the full width of the platform. There 
is a reinforced concrete retaining wall, which 
spans vertically between the front edge of the 
deck slab of the foundation beam to hold back 
the filling under the service road provided in 
fiont of the flats, and the space under the 
platform, amounting to about 12,000 sq. ft. 
provides factory premises. 

An interesting feature in the design of the

deck is a 10-ft. cantilever slab at the rear 
which carries the boundary wall on its edge 
and fire escape stairs from the back of the 
flats. Below the edge of this cantilever slab 
are provided a number of metal windows for 
practically the entire length of the building, 
thus giving ample light throughout the pre- 
mises. 

The flats are built with four floors, 12 units 
to each floor, and the front entrances to these 
flats open on to long balconies, which can 
be reached only through the main entrance. 
These balconies consist of pre-cast. concrete 
slabs, 12 in. wide, 4 ft. long, and 3$ in. thick, 
spanning between the external brick walls 
and rolled steel channels, and supported in 
front by 3-in. tubular steel stanchions. 

A four-passenger lift is provided to give 
access to all floors. All cement rendering on 
the face of the flats has been coated with 
‘* Cementone ”’ in order to provide a washable 
finish, | The accommodation in the flats is 
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standard throughout, and includes one recep- 
tion room, two bedrooms, kitchenette, bath- 
room, and there is a front and back entrance 
to each flat. 

The whole of the reinforced concrete was 
designed and carried out under the super- 
vision of the architect, Mr. John E. Adams, 
B.Sc.

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LIVERPOOL SCHOOL 


Witn the Walker Art Gallery as its 
venue, the exhibition of drawings and 
models by students of Liverpool School of 
{rchitecture was opened on Thursday, 
july 1, by Viscount Samuel. Interest is 
added to the exhibition by the inclusion 
ff the models and photographs of build- 
ings carried out by the staff and former 
students, as shown recently at the Royal 
Institute of British Architects’ head- 
quarters. 

In the quality of their design and pre- 
sentation, and in their evidence of a 
thorough grasp of constructional require- 
ments, the schemes exhibited well main- 
tain the standards set in previous years. 
Judged as a whole, the designs and 
renderings are perhaps a little more sober 
and restrained this year. Two reasons 
can be given for this. In the first place. 
it is part of the sobering-down, the 
simplification process that has been 
evident in architecture generally during 
the past year or two—to what extent 
the schools have sponsored or merely 
followed that process it is impossible to 
say; in the second place, the programmes 
tackled by the students have not, in 
general, called for elaborate solutions or 
for wild flights into phantasy. The 
sketch designs, of which there seem to be 
fewer than usual, have largely been relied 
yn to test the students’ capacity to design 
on imaginative and care-free lines. 


innovations in Presentation. 

Although it is obvious from a glance at 
the exhibition that the curriculum of the 
School has been much the same as in 
past years, it is quite evident there hawe 
beén some innovations of an interesting 
character. There has been a much 
extended use of models, due, one 
imagines, fo the fact that it is impossible 
adéqguately to show designs for modern, 
quasi-engineering buildings by drawings 
only. and to the need for students to 
design in the solid Second- and third-

allotted for the making of models, and in 
addition many of the fifth-year students 
have included models in their 
designs. 

The group, or collaborative, system has 
been further developed Two or three 
years ago this was in operation only in 
the fourth year, and was for research 
only. This year the second and third 
years have carried out research in groups 
of about half a dozen students, and have 
applied their research to subsequent 
designs. 

Other changes in the School’s eurri- 
culum that have affected the nature of

fifth-year students prepare their theses. 
With the exception of a few sketch 
designs the theses now take up the whole 
year, and are developed to a much higher 
degree than formerly. 


The Work of the Various Years. 

Included in the programmes carried out 
by the various years are the following: 
First year. measured work, colour and 
lettering sheets, a cottage and a recrea- 
tion room; second year, a gliding club, 
school of geography, recreation grounds, 
and a replanning scheme; third year, a 
youth hoste], plans of villages and details 
of specific buildings from them, and a 
group of stables; and fourth year, a boys’ 
secondary school, a holiday centre. a 
block of flats, and a scheme for furnish- 
ing and decorating a large room. 

Sobriety and practicability characterise 
the fifth-year thesis designs, which, 
naturally, form the climax of the exhibi- 
tion—if one excepts the post-graduate 
work shown by photographs. The 
students, with only a modicum of guid- 


ance from the staff, select their own 
subjects for their theses, and formulate 
their own programmes. The list of sub- 
jects chosen this year is in effect an 
interesting commentary on the general 
outlook on planning and architecture 
to-day. It includes five buildings of 
school type, three factories, four sports 
and recreation centres, two military 
establishwnents, and others of a civic, 
agricultural, theatre and hospital 
character. 

The exhibition embraces, finally, the 
work done by students in the Department 
of Civic Design. The schemes include a 
new seaside town. the layout of a large 
industrial area with workers’ houses 
near by, a new town for Egypt, and 
statutory planning schemes. 

The exhibition will be open until 
Saturday, July 24, 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
daily, except Sundays, 2 p.m. to 5 p.m.

** Modern architecture here,'’ continued his 
lordship, ‘‘ as can be seen from many of these 
designs, has become more self-confident and 
self-consistent; it realises it cannot produce a 
jumble of buildings, partly dating from the 
age of steel and concrete and glass, and partly 
from the age of brick and stone and timber. 
These buivlaas can achieve a high standard 
of honesty and simplicity, and simplicity has 
been described as the peak of civilisation. 


‘‘ If the spirit of our times at its best is to 
permeate to cities we shall have to effect great 
changes,’’ he continued. ‘‘ We shall have to 
replan and rebuild a very large part of them. 


“In the depression of 1929-30-31 there was 
nothing ready to give employment to the 
people. There are signs that another depres- 
sion may come; many economists see it on the 
somewhat distant horizon, but still there is a 
possibility. The community would be well 
advised to prepare on a large scale for carrying 
into effect work which will be beneficial to the 
community as a whole and will give employ- 
ment to those who might be thrown out of 
work during the next great trade depression. *’

Iron and Steel Scrap. 

Sirn,—A campaign will begin this week 
which aims at stimulating the supply of 
iron and steel scrap, and will be directed 
by the British Iron and Steel Corporation. 
As at present planned, the campaign is to 
continue until the end of the year. 

I am writing to you to point out that 
although, from the point of view of the 
man in the trade with which you are 
concerned, scrap is primarily a question 
of £s. d., this campaign is also in the 
national interest. You will know that an 
agreement was reached recently with the 
National Federation of Serap Iron and 
Steel Merchants whereby the export of 
British scrap te foreign countries will 
cease, and all suitable steelmaking scrap 
will be purchased by the steelmakers at 
prices that have been stabilised. It was 
illogical that this country should con- 
tinue to export scrap on the one hand, 
while on the other we bought it abroad 
at scarcity prices. The idea of stimu- 
lating the public, as well as the various 
industrial producers of scrap, forms 
therefore a logical sequel to the above- 
mentioned marketing arrangements. 

In the trades with which your paper 
deals. no doubt old plant and waste 
metal in various forms are constantly 
being sold, but this Federation is advised 
by the scrap merchants that in the 
aggregate a considerable accumulation 
remains. It is to be hoped therefore that, 
with a view to keeping in regular circula- 
tion a raw material which contributes to 
steel manufacture in the proportion of 
over 50 per cent. of ingot output, the 
members of the trade with which you are 
in touch will, as users of steel, be par- 
ticularly interested in supporting the 
present campaign. 

I would point out that there is no 
question of an emergency, but rather of 
avoiding in the future the wastage of a 
valuable commodity. The habit of sort- 
ing out old metal more often and more 
systematically than is at present the case 

n a number of works would take us 
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some way towards greater self-sufficiency 
and would economise our iron-ore and 
coal resources. 

In an industry upon which the nation’s 
prosperity relies to a far-reaching extent 
dependence on foreign raw material 
sources represents a problem which, in 
the case ot scrap, a part solution at least 
is to be found in every yard and work- 
shop.

Architect-designed Speculative Houses: No 
Servant Accommodation. 

S1r,—In your issue of June 11 you per- 
mitted me to offer a respectful criticism 
under the above headline, of small houses 
the design of which I considered to be 
faulty. I desire now to remind readers 
of the very pointed criticisms of the 
“horrors ’’ of domestic servant accom- 
modation, delivered in the House of 
Commons by Miss Thelma Cazalet, the 
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Member for Islington East, on June 23 
when the House considered in Committe: 
of Supply a vote of £14,338,000 for the 
Ministry of Labour. 

May I quote a few of the remarks sh: 
made :— 

““ Domestie service has to be raised and 
they must secure proper conditions. [ 
hawe been horrified and disgusted at som: 
of the accommodation provided for 
domestic servants—or not provided. Wh, 
must the most miserable, the coldest, and 
the worst-lighted rooms be relegated to 
the domestic servants? ” 

Again I would emphasise that the pro- 
vision of space for a garage is no substi- 
tute at all for the lack of a suitabk 
kitchen, separate from the scullery, for a 
residential domestic servant. 

My small pre-war house, one of thou- 
sands up and down the country, provides 
good, ample, comfortable, domestic ser- 
vant and bedroom accommodation, but 
lacks car-space, though it has side as well 
as front entrance

THE LATE SYDNEY D. KITSON. 


Tuere are, I know, several architects who 
had known Mr. Sydney Decimus Kitson 


much longer and more intimately than the 
writer, and who are better qualified to pay 
tribute to his qualities. But since I have 
been asked to write a brief personal apprecia- 
tion of Sydney Kitson, it is my sad pleasure 
to comply with the request; for I hold his 
memory in esteem and have a sincere admira 
tion for his works. 

Mr. Kitson was perhaps as widely known 
and as highly respected by all ranks of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects as any 
man. Naturally so, for he was unassuming 
and approachable, and when one came to 
know him (as was made easy by him) he was 
instantly appreciated as a kindly and most 
likeable man. You felt, in the words of 
Samuel Butler, which Sydney Kitson applied 
to John Sell Cotman : ‘‘ He has made me feel 
those things to be lovable which 1 hold lovable 
myself. JI ask no more.” 

Sydney Kitson had the gift of friendship, 
a will to help others, and wore his undoubted 
scholarship hghtly. 

It was characteristic of his modesty that, 
when I spoke to him about Cotman, an artist 
whose work and sad history he had spent 
much time in investigating, he averred that 
as a collector another gentleman had a finer 
number of John Sell Cotman’s pictures than 
had he; and that yet another knew more 
about his hero ‘‘ than any man living.’ It 
may possibly have been true at the time when 
this conversation took place, but in the in- 
terval, if not before, Sydney Kitson had made 
himself the supreme master of his subject. 

It was a source of great content to him 
that he had lived to complete ‘‘ The Life of 
John Sell Cotman,’’ and so do justice to the 
reputation of that misunderstood man. In 
erecting a monument to Cotman, Kitson 
also constructed a worthy memorial of him- 
self. 

Although, as a biographer should, he exer- 
cised the most scrupulous care in concealing 
his own likes and dislikes, in order to give 
a finished portrait of his chief figure—the 
artist Cotman—and the subordinate charac- 
ters in the book, chief of which is Dawson 
Turner, he yet was unable to disguise entirely 
his love for Yorkshire and Yorkshire people. 
The scenery of Cotman’s earlier years of com- 
parative happiness in that county is painted 
by Kitson in more attractive colours than the 
less exciting Norfolk setting of Cotman’s 
drudgery for Turner. The sympathy with 
which he was treated was bestowed by people 
of that county, because Kitson was a 
Northerner, disguise it how he would under 
his wider love for his fellow men. 

There are in the book other traits ofthe 
author—his fairness in judgment of others : 


APPRECIATION. 


Dawson Turner is weighed according to the 
light of his day, and not by later standards. 
No word of reproach is uttered against this 
man, who by Kitson’s restraint in his hand- 
ling is rendered the more vividly monstrous. 
It would have been easy for Kitson to have 
enhanced the poignancy on the one hand and 
the pathos on the other, though this is 
doubtful, as 1 must confess to be deeply 
moved by the book. Not only is this superb 
biographical writing—it is Sydney Kitson 
himself. 

Curiously, Kitson seems to have had a 
liking for the letter C. In addition to writing 
at length on Cotman, he also gave us an 
account of the career of Carr, of York, ‘‘a 
solid man who served his apprenticeship at 
the stone mason’s bench,” and of Sir William 
Chambers, who was ‘‘ a student in Italy.”’ 

This last study was published in J'he 
Times for 1933, when Kitson gave to the 
Institute library some 150 letters of William 
Chambers. In these two articles he revealed 
to the architectural world that ‘‘ Chambers 
had succeeded in assuming a foreign title 
without the express permission of his 
sovereign.”’ In this, and much else which 
he wrote, the twinkle in his eye is barely 
concealed—as, for example, this charming 
sentence from the same article adverting to 
Somerset House :— 

““ While it is open to question whether the 
river ffont in its dignity and reticence has 
yet been outrivalled by its more modern 
neighbours.’’ Thus did the Honorary Secre- 
tary of the R.I.B.A. criticise architecture 
without pain. 

In his office as Honorary Secretary, it was 
part of his task to entertain the guests at the 
Council dinners who sat about him at the 
table. His corner was always a lively one 
But not only in private conversation was 
Sydney Kitson’s company delightful. In 
public he was an excellent speaker. His bene- 
factions to the library of the Institute have 
been many and valuable. As a connoisseur 
of drawings and etchings his advice was 
often sought and freely given. He was 
a most generous man. 

I met him first during the war years, when 
we were both in the Army—Kitson as Assis 
tant Provost: Marshal, and myself as a subal- 
tern. When next I encountered him he was 
to be addressed as ‘‘ Colonel,”’ though I never 
attained that dignity —Duprey Harsron. 

[Mr. Kitson, who was 66, was articled to 
Mr. E. J. May, and was formerly in partner- 
ship with the late F. W. Bedford, F.R.LB.A.. 
and latterly with Messrs. Parish, Ledgard 
and Pyman, with whom he carried out much 
excellent work in Leeds and district. He was 
President of the Leeds and Yorks Architec 
tural Society from 1910 to 1912.}

THe twenty-first ordinary council meeting 

the Architects’ Registration Council of 

ie United Kingdom was held on June 30, 
1 66, Portland-place, W.1, Mr. Sydney 
Tatchell (Chairman) presiding. 

Tone minutes of the fifth annual meeting 
of the Council, having been previously circu- 
lated, were taken as read. 

On matters arising from the minutes, Major 
G. B. J. Athoe asked why the Amending Act 
Committee appointed for the year ending 
March, 1938, had not met. He expressed the 
opinion that it was very desirable that the 
Committee should be called together; they 
yad been appointed for a particular job and 
chey should do it. He would raise the point 
on the Report of the Parliamentary Com- 
anitiee. 

The Chairman : I will see that your com- 
ments are noted. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

The reports of the standing committees 
and of the Board of Architectural Education 
were then received. 

Apmission Commitree.—Fifty-four appli- 
cants were admitted to the Register; two 
under Section 6 (1) (b) of the Act (Qualifica- 
tion by Practice). The total number of 
registrations at March 19 was 12,750, and 
the total number of removals from the 
Register at that date on account of deaths, 
resignations and other causes 903. The total 
number of applicants rejected to June 30, 
1,192 

Boarp or AncuirectuRAL Epvucation.—The 
Board reported that in the first instance 110 
applications were received for assistance 
under the Maintenance Scholarship Scheme 
in 1937. Of these applications 27 were re- 
fused and 83 were admitted to the examina- 
tion, which took place on May 5 and 6. 
Twenty-two candidates were exempted from 
the Design and Drawing tests in view of 
their attendance at full-time or part-time 
Schools of Architecture. Those exempted 
candidates presented portfolios of their work. 
As a result of the examination fifteen candi- 
dates were selected for interview, and the 
Board recommended the Council to make the 
following awards for the year 1937-38 (sub- 
ject in each case to no further allowances 
being made by other bodies) :—R. Brown, 
£110, to attend the School of Architecture, 
Armstrong College, Newcastle-on-Tyne; D. 
V. Curry, £80, to attend the School of 
Architecture, Armstrong College, Newcastle- 
on-Tyne; T. W. Gregory, £50, to attend the 
Birmingham School of Architecture; J. J. 
Ludford, £40, to attend the School of Archi- 
tecture, Armstrong College, Newcastle-on- 
Tyne; I. A. Munro, £30, to attend the 
School of Architecture, Edinburgh College of 
Art; I. W. Paterson, £60, to attend the 
School of Architecture, Robert Gordon’s Col- 
leges, Aberdeen; R. B. Turner, £40, to 
attend the School of Architecture, University 
of Manchester; (Miss) B. M. R. Palmer, £50, 
to attend the School of Architecture, the 
Architectural Association. : 

The Board recommended that Scholarships 
be renewed for the vear 1937-38 as follows :— 
A. Daykin, £146 10s.; K. L. Rodham, £40; 
R. V. Crowe, £50; R. J. Coles, £110; W. E. 
Hiner, £138; and J. D. Tetlow, £80.

‘bt realised that those sums did rot repre- 
8 an order of merit. All the sums the 
Board recommended enabled the candidates 
to carry out their studies at particular places. 
W ': reference to the progress of the candi- 
to whom the Council had allotted 
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money, he had, as Chairman of the Board, 
as! for reports on the boys from their 
Pro‘essors, and he accordingly read letters 


(from their respective professors) with regard 
to Mr. Daykin, Mr. Rodham, Mr. Crowe, Mr. 
Coles, Mr. Hiner, and Mr. Tetlow. He thought 
the Council would agree that they were a 
fairly satisfactory series of reports of pro- 
gress from professors, as backing the choice 
made, and showing it to have been a fairly 
good one in every case. 


In reply to Sir Robert Tasker, who asked 
whether members of Council could receive 
copies of the papers set, the Chairman sug- 
gested that the papers might be circulated 
to any member of the Council who applied 
for them. It was resolved accordingly. 

Speaking on the awards, Major G. B. J. 
Athoe said they were recommendations that 
had been considered by the Board with » 
number of other applications which were not 
before the Council, and the Council had no 
knowledge of the other applicants who had 
applied for assistance. They should know 
what applications had been made. Quite re- 
cently he was speaking to the headmaster of 
a secondary school who had a very brilliant 
boy in the school whom he was Silom of 
getting into an architect's office or of par- 
ticipating under the scheme. When H.M. 
Inspector called at the school the headmaster 
mentioned that he would like to make appli- 
cation for assistance for the boy, and the 
Inspector of Education replied that he did 
not think it was any use making application 
because the scheme “‘ is not intended for that 
sort of boy.”” If that was so, the sooner it 
was made known that the assistance was in- 
tended for the poorest boys, the better. It 
was his (Major Athoe’s) intention at the next 
meeting of the Council to move a resolution 
to the effect that a Scholarship Grant Com- 
mittee be set up to examine all the applica- 
tions for grants. 

The Chairman reminded Major Athoe that 
at a special meeting of the Registration 
Council held on February 6, 1935, it was 
moved by Mr. Moberly and carried : ‘* That 
the following scheme be approved by the 
Council, and the Council hereby instructs the 
Board to proceed with the administration of 
the scheme and to submit to the Council for 
approval the names of recommended candi- 
dates.’”” The scheme had been set out in 
detail and approved. 

Sir Robert Tasker pointed ovt that when 
the Act was passed it was intended to benefit 
poor boys, and not the old-school-tie boys. 
From what Mr. Braddell had said it was 
quite clear that poor boys were not being 
considered as intended. 

Mr. Darcy Braddell said the scheme was 
most certainly for poor boys. Those to whom 
scholarships were being offered and recom- 
mended were verv nearly destitute. The 
Board did not lightly make the awards. 

It was resolved that the report be approved 
and adopted, and that the awards be made 
as recommended. 


The Amending Bill. 

PartraMentary Comm™rrrer.—This Com- 
mittee recommended that the Council author- 
ise them, should the Bill not pass this session, 
to make arrangements for its introduction in 
the new session. 

The Committee further recommended that 
Clavse 2 of the Bill be amended bv the 
addition of the words in italics as follows :— 
‘Subject to the provisions of this Act, a 
person shall, on application made to the 
Council in the prescribed manner and on pay- 
ment of the prescribed fee, be entitled to be 
registered under the principal Act, if the 
Council are satisfied on a report of the Ad- 
mission Committee that his application for 
registration was made within two years from 
the commencement of this Act, and that at 
the commencement of this Act he was, or had 
been, practising as an architect in the United 
Kingdom: Provided that any person 
aggrieved by a decision of the Council under 
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this section shall be entitled to appeal to a 
tribunal of three persons appointed as fol- 
lows :—One person appointed by the Lord 
Chancellor; one person appointed by the 
President of the Law Society; and one per- 
son appointed by the Architects’ Registration 
Counc ; and the decision of the tribunal on 
an appeal shall be final.’’ 

Mr. Jackson moved, and it was seconded 
by Mr. P. C. Blow, ‘‘ That the Council 
authorise the Parliamentary Committee, 
should the Bill not pass this session, to make 
arrangements for its introduction in the new 
Session.” 

Sir Robert Tasker said that the Council 
would be well advised not to proceed further 
with the Bill. Before attempting to get a 
Bill through the Commons the Council should 
address itself very seriously to its own resolu- 
tion, and thereby to rectify the anomalies 
and try to produce an agreed Bill which 
would do something for the architecturai 
profession. He was perfectly certain that it 
was not in the interest of is ear to have 
what had been termed a moratorium to open 
the doors again to a few thousand people who 
could claim that they had acted as an archi- 
tect and therefore in future they could be 
registered and claim themselves as architects. 
That was not in the interest of the building 
industry or anybody except the individuals 
concerned, who were going to trade upon it. 

Mr. W. O. Hudson said he hoped the 
Council would go forward with the Bill, 
believing sincerely, as he himself believed, 
in its true merit, believing that it would 
benefit the majority of the members of the 
profession; in fact, benefit all if they would 
only take an undivided view on it. 

Mr. R. T. D. Acland, M.P., said his im- 
pression as to the House of Commons was 
that opinion there was favourable to the Bill. 
He did not say that the opposition was 
negligible, but he did not think it could be 
described as being a very large opposition. 
He thought if it were possible to get a vote 
in the House of Commons on the Bill there 
would be a substantial majority in favour 
of it, and, of course, that represented a 
change in the opinion of the House as com- 
pared with ten years ago. Of course, in the 
Hoyse of Commons, particularly on private 
bills, there was a strict time limit. great 
many Members had not any time whatever 
to go into the intricacies or even the merite 
of every Bill, and they often found them- 
selves impressed by the sort of way that the 
two parties presented their case. Therefore 
he was strongly in favour of proceeding with 
the effort to get the Bill through and reintro- 
duce it again in the next session. It was 
very important from the point of view of 
trying to find an agreed solution that the Bill 
be kept before the House. 

The Chairman then took a show of hands 
for and against the motion, and there voted 
in favour 22; 4 against. On names being 
taken they were called as follows :—For :

The motion was declared carried. 

Mr. Jackson moved and Mr. Dower 
seconded the second recommendation of the 
Committee relating to the setting up of the 
Tribunal. 

This was carried, there being only three 
dissentients. 

Discrptine Commirres.—A report was sub- 
mitted showing that a registered architect 
had been required to answer a charge of ad- 
vertising (by the use of book-matches bearing 
his name and professional qualifications}. The 
Committee found that the respondent, while 
guilty of a grave indiscretion, was not guilty 
of disgraceful conduct. They had accepted 
the respondent’s statement that he acted in- 
advertently and under pressure from an im- 
portunate commercial traveller.

THE REMOVAL OF 
RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS

ir must frequently happen that the builder 
in the course of developing land or convert- 
ing existing buildings finds his activities 
blocked or limited in no small degree by the 
presence of some restriction, arising from 
covenants or otherwise, concerning the de- 
velopment or conversion of the property con- 
cerned. More than ever must this occur at a 
time when the exigencies of modern existence 
demand the provision of more and more 
houses and the conversion of old, expen- 
sively run (and hence often unoccupied) 
houses into flats. Flats are to be found in 
Park-lane. Moreover, with the advent of the 
motor car, the previous owners or occupiers 
of the property in mind. seek similar but 
smaller property further afield and away from 
the town. It frequently happens that restric- 
tive covenants running with the Jand thus 
vacated may limit buildings to be erected 
upon it to a specified cost, or size, or even 
confine its development to detached houses, 
when it is desired for many reasons to erect 
semi-detached dwellings. Also, the land may 
be restricted to private dwellings only, busi- 
ness premises and the like thereon being 
forbidden. 

For reasons such as the above it may be 
found useful for the builder to be reminded 
of the procedure supplied bv Section 84 of 
the Law of Property Act, 1925, for the dis- 
charge or modification of restrictive covenants 
affecting land, both where freehold and Jease 
hold interests are concerned. 

The power conveyed by the Section is given 
to the “ Authority,”’ that is, one or more of 
the official arbitrators appointed for the pur- 
poses of the Acquisition of Land (Assessment 
of Compensation) Act, 1919, as may be 
selected by the Reference Committee set up 
under the Act. 


Freeholds. 

On application made by any person 
interes‘ed in any freehold land affected by 
any restriction as to ite user, or the building 
thereon, the Authority is enabled, by order, 
wholly or partially to discharge or modify 
any such restriction, and the order may pro- 
vide for the payment of compensation by the 
applicant to a person suffering Joss in conse- 
quence of the order. 

The grounds on which an order may be 
made (and hence the grounds of the applica- 
tion itself) are ; (1) That the character of the 
property or the neighbourhood has changed; 
or (2) that a continuance of the restriction 
will impede a reasonable user of the land for 
public or private purposes without securing 
practical benefits to other persons, or would 
do so unless modified; (3) that the persons 
of full age and capacity entitled to the benefit 
~ the restriction (or restrictions) have 
agreed, either expressly or by implication, to 
the discharge or modification of the restric 
tion; or (4) that the removal of the restriction 
or its modification will not injure those 
‘30 entitled to the benefit of the 
restriction 
Tt is also provided that compensation is not 
» be paid in respect of the discharge or 
modification because of any advantage that 
may accrue to the owner of the land affected, 
unless the person entitled to the benefit of the 
restriction aleo suffers loss. No compensation 
is payable in excess of such loss, but the 
right to compensation is not affected where 
the pereon claiming it proves that, because 
of the imposition of the restriction, the con- 
sideration paid for the land was reduced.

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Leaseholds. 

The «above provisions relate to  freeholds, 
but they also apply to leases of more than 
70 years created before or after January 1, 
1926, after the expiration of 50 years of the 
term. ; 

When any person makes application to it 
under the Section, the High Court has 
certain powers. It can declare whether or 
not, in the case before it, any freehold Jand 
is affected by a restriction imposed by any 
instrument, and to declare the nature and 
extent of a restriction, whether it is enforceable 
and, if so, by whom. 

Before the ‘‘ Authority ’’ (that is, one or 
more of the official arbitrators appointed 
under the Act) make any order, they must 
direct such inquiries to be made of any local 
authority and euch notices, by advertisement 
or otherwise, to be given to persons who 
appear to be entitled to the benefit of the 
restriction (or restrictions) intended to be 
discharged, modified or dealt with by the 
Authority. 

The order when made is binding upon all 
persons, whether ascertained as of full age or 
capacity or not, who are entitled at the time, 
or thereafter are capable of becoming 
entitled to the benefit of any restrictions 
covered by the order, and whether such per- 
sons are parties to the proceedings or have 
been served with notice or not. An order is, 
however, subject to appeal to the Court— 
that is, the High Court. 

It will be noticed thal the powers given 
are very wide, especially tne order binding 
** interested *’ persons who may be unaware 
that proceedings of this particular nature are 
being taken. 

The following further points, arising out of 
the provisions of the section now being con- 
sidered, should also be noted. 

It is by no means uncommon to find, in 
proceedings in connection with documents 
giving title, etc., to land (and. of course, 
where registration has not been effected under 
the Registration of Land Act, 1925), that 
difficulty arises in producing the particular 
document required. In such cases, it is the 
practice to permit secondary evidence to be 
produced of the document’s existence, where 
the Court is convinced of the impossibility of 
producing it. It is, however, specifically pro- 
vided by Section 84 of the Law of Property 
Act, 1925, now being considered, that the fact 
that the instrument alleged to impose the 
restriction may not have been produced to 
the Court or to the ‘‘ Authority ”’ is not to 
prevent the order being made, as_ the 
“* Authority ’’ can act on such evidence as 
it thinks sufficient. 

The procedure produced above applies to 
restrictions existing at the time the Act came 
into force or any imposed after that date, but 
the Section does not apply where restrictions 
are imposed in the case of a disposition of 
land, either gratuitously or for a nominal 
consideration for public purposes (e.g., for a 
public open space, hospital, etc.). 

The section applies whether the land 
affected is registered (under the Land Regis- 
tration Act, 1925) or not; but, if registered, 
the Land Registrar must give effect on the 
register to any order subsequently made. 

The Section does not apply to restrictions 
imposed by the Commissioners of Works for 
protection of any Royal parks or gardens, 
etc., nor to any imposed for naval, military 
or Air Force purposes or civil aviation pur- 
poses under the Air Navigation Act of 1920.

absolute harmony with this conception, and 
co-operation of this kind between students 
in the two schools would help to eliminate the 
amateur, who is a bugbear to the interio 
decorator’s profession. 

A.A, Students’ European Tour. 

A group of students who graduated from 
the A.A. last term have just returned from 
a six weeks’ motor tour through Centra 
Europe. They were very well received by the 
foreign students, who were delighted to show 
them over their own schools, and the ancient 
and modern architecture of their towns 
A number of interesting photographs wer 
taken by the visitors, who hope to hold an 
exhibition of them at the A.A. before long.

-ttish Housing. 
2 T. Moors asked the Secretary of State 
Scotland, whether, in view of the fact 
.. over 250,000 houses were still required 
replace unfit dwellings in Scotland and 
that, owing to the present condition of the 
building trade, it would not be possible to 
erect more than some 25,000 houses per 
annum, he could state what special steps he 
proposes to take to encourage temporary re- 
construction and reconditioning in order to 
improve the present position. 

Mr. WEDDERBURN said that in view of the 
present pressure on the supply of building 
trade labour in Scotland, the Minister was 
not satisfied on the information at present 
before him that a policy of temporary recon- 
struction and reconditioning would make any 
materia] contribution to housing needs, but 
followmg representations made to him by the 
Convention of Royal Burghs he was making 
further inquiries on the subject. 


Cumberland House, Aberdeen. 

Mr. Hannaw asked the First Commissioner 
of Works if he could make any statement 
about the preservation of Cumberland House, 
in Aberdeen. 

Sin P. Sassoon said he understood that the 
site, part of which was occupied by Provost 
Skene’s House (Cumberland eg had been 
considered by the Town Council of Aberdeen 
for a new Town House, but that the possi- 
bility of extending the existing Town House 
was now being investigated. If, on investi- 
gation, this latter course proved to be feasible, 
it would, he hoped, be possible to preserve 
Provost Skene’s House, which was an impor- 
tant example of seventeenth century Scottish 
domestic architecture. 


Sea Coast Development. 

Mr. Parker asked the Minister of Health 
whether he would endeavour to obtain a 
copy of the Bill, recently introduced into the 
Danish Parliament, for preservation of the 
coastline by controlling building thereon, etc., 
and have it translated and issued as a White 
Paper in view of the wide interest in the sub- 
ject in this country. 

Mr. Bernays said that the Minister was 
making inquiries, and would communicate 
with the hon. member in due course. 


Radnor House, Twickenham. 

Mr. Harvey asked the First Commissioner 
of Works whether his attention had been 
called to the threatened destruction of Radnor 
House, Twickenham; and whether he would 
take steps to prevent the demolition of a 
building of such interest. 

Sir P. Sassoon gaid he was not aware that a 
decision had been taken to demolish this 
building, but he proposed to communicate at 
once with the local authority on the question 
of its preservation. 


The Beauty of England. 

During resumed discussion of the Ministry 
of Health Estimates, Mr. H. G. Srravuss re- 
ferred to the failure of the Ministry of 
Health to deal with a problem that amounted 
to a public scandal and national shame—the 
destruction of urban and _ rural beauty. 
English beauty was threatened mainly by two 
things—buildings where no buildings should 
be, and unworthy buildings. Worst of all 
was the method by which the twin horrors 
were combined in ribbon building, by which 


the beauty of England was being destroyed as 
by a raging pestilence. The Town and Country 
Planning Act was not acting fast enough to 


save the beauty of England. In the three- 
fifths of England which the Minister said had 
already been planned enough land had been 
eduled for housing to accommodate some 
en times the existing population, yet it 
known that the population was shortly 
ecline. An enormous area was_ being 

i for housing development, which need 

be so planned. England was being 
ved before their eyes, and it was the 
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duty of the Minister to tell the House how 
the Ministry planned to stop it. 

Str K. Woop, in reply, said he hoped that 
with the co-operation of landowners and by 
the work of the local authorities, it would 
be possible to do far more in the preservation 
of the amenities. 


Scottish Building. 

Mr. Marners asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland whether he was now in’a position 
to make a final or interim statement regarding 
the progress made towards expediting the pro. 
vision of housing accommodation in Scotland, 
in the light of his consultations with the local 
authorities and the representatives of em- 
ployees and employers in the building 
industry. 

Mr. Etxior said that a further meeting 
with representatives of employers and opera- 
tives was held on June 19. With a view 
to ensuring better progress, particularly on 
the housing schemes of local authorities, the 
operatives at that meeting made proposals for 
the working of overtime and for the adjust- 
ment, where necessary, of the apprenticeship 
quotas through the established machinery of 
the industry. In the bmcklaying trade, which 
was the one in which shortage of labour had 
been most apparent, it was estimated by the 


operatives that these proposals, taken 
together, would provide increased labour 
equivalent to at least 500 men. In the dis- 


cussion of these proposals a substantial 
measure of agreement with the employers was 
obtained, but certain details had still to be 
discussed. He was assured both by the em- 
ployers’ and the operatives’ representatives 
that there was every prospect of a definite 
agreement being reached.

vating to a slightly greater depth a much 
better bottom may be found. The increase in 
foundation area together with the grillage 
necessitated by a shallow foundation, may be 
more expensive than the deep excavation with 
the stanchion load from a steel slab base 
spread through the mass concrete at an angle 
of dispersion of, say, 60 degrees. If practic- 
able, the foundations should be kept above 
standing water-level to prevent complications 
entailed by the use of timber runners, steel 
sheet piling, or other unforeseen difficulties 
which often arise when working in water. 
The usual sequence of foundation construc- 
tion is: (1) Underpinning; (2) retaining 
walls; (3) excavation of dumpling and con- 
struction of internal foundations.

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JATIONAL FEDERATION 
OF SPECIALISTS AND 
SUB-CONTRACTORS 


iis Federation issues the following report :— 

\t the recent Council meetings many items 

nterest to sub-contractors have been con- 
s dered, and advice given on difficulties which 
have arisen, particularly in connection with 
the use of the 1936 Form of Sub-contract. 
Evidence is forthcoming that, generally speak- 
ing, sub-contractors are meeting with success 
when they urge that the 1936 Form should 
be adopted in place of any other form. 

The Council received with great interest the 
information supplied by the National Federa 
tion of Building Trades Employers upon the 
extent to which the 1931 Form of Main Con 
tract has been adopted by public authorities. 
The Federation gives its full support to the 
efforts of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers for a wider use of the 1931 
Form, since sub-contractors experience diffi- 
culty in accepting work under any other 
Form of Main Contract. 

teference was made to the fact that counsel 
were engaged in re-drafting the 1931 Form to 
meet minor difficulties and points of criti- 
cism which have been collected over a period 
of five years and which have been considered 
by the Joint Contracts Tribunal, who have 
prepared a memorandum of their desired 
amendments for the guidance of drafting 
counsel. It was stated that the 1931 Form 
would be superseded by the amended form 
when re-drafted and the 1931 Form will then 
be withdrawn and the new form (probably 
R.1L.B.A. 1937) will become available. It was 
emphasised that there would be no radical 
changes, only improvements in detail and in 
drafting. Certain suggested amendments 
have been forwarded by the Federation to 
the Contracts Tribunal, and it is understood 
that these have been considered and sub- 
mitted to drafting counsel. 

As recently agreed, recommendation has 
been made to constituent associations that 
they should adopt price-fluctuation clauses in 
contracts on similar lines to those employed 
by the N.F.B.T.E. Certain problems which 
have arisen through the use of these clauses 
are having the close attention of the Council, 
and approaches are being made to other in- 
terested parties. 

There still appears to be some misapprehen 
sion on the part of local authorities regard. 
ing the acceptance of tenders. It was vointed 
out by the Minister of Health that ‘ other 
things being equal, acceptance of the lowest 
tender is a natural corollary of the system in 
use, but other things are not necessarily 
equal, and. . . regard must be paid to other 
criteria than tendered price.’’ Constituent 
associations were advised to urge their mem- 
bers to have this ruling continually before 
them when discussing tenders with local 
authorities. 2 

Consideration was given to a communica- 
tion from the Joint Committee of London 
Architects and Builders stating that there was 
a growing tendency among sub-contractors to 
set up rules and conditions contrary to the 
terms and conditions of the 1931 Form of 
Building Contract. The view of the Joint 
Committee was that if nominated sub-con- 
tractors required any special facilities from 

he main contractor, such requirements should 
be clearly stated on the face of the tender. 
With this view the Council of the Federation 
oneurs, and the attention of members has 
een drawn to the fact that care should be 

‘ercised in not calling for any facilities not 

'ready provided for in the main form of con- 

ract or sub-contract form. 

The Royal Institute of British Architects 

1s drawn attention to the issue of brochures 

’ certain firms of publishers describing new 
irks and seeking advertisements from the 
ntractors, sub-contractors and suppliers 
ncerned. This Federation has agreed with

GENERAL POSITION IN THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


“ The position of the building industry is 
very satisfactory,’ states the current issue of 
the Building Industries Survey, ‘* the 
seasonal advance being fully equai to that 
normally experienced at this time of year, 
so that the improvement is well maintained. 

‘* Housing activity continues at a very high 
level, confounding many observers. As the 
Minister of Health remarked in the House of 
Commons, ‘ if there is a housing boom it dies 
hard . . . the latest figures suggest. much life 
and vigour.’ Loans sanctioned for housing 
during the year ended March 31, 1937, 
amounted to more than £33,000,000, compared 
with £25,000,000 in the year before. 

“The other branches of the industry are 
also very active, especially as regards industrial 
and commercial structures. All indications 
point to a continuance of the recent very rapid 
rate of increase in this class of building, 
which is based not only on the rearmament 
programme, but also om the high level of 
activity in the home industries generally and 
on rising exports of British manufactures. 

‘The position of public works contracting 
shows further improvement, employment. be- 
ing considerably above last year, The view 
put forward by the Council that public 
authorities should press forward now with 
plans for new works to hold in readiness for 
release when other activity declines is gain 
ing further influential adherents every day. 
A group of Oxford economists, in a recent 
letter to The Times, urged the need for 
setting up forthwith the necessary administra- 
tive machinery to operate the policy. Sir 
William Beveridge, Director of the London 
School of Economics, has made a similar plea 
in urging the setting up of an economic 
general staff to make preparation for ‘he 
economic and social ore 28. of peace in the 
same way that plans are made to prepare for 
the eventuality of a war. No official declara- 
tion of policy has, however, yet been made. 

‘* The materials industries are very active. 
and there is a prospect of yet further increases 
in demand arising from the requirements of 
national defence and in the demand for 
materials used jn large structures. Anxiety 
which was felt in some quarters as to the 
effect of the National Defence Contribution in 
its original form on building materials 
producing companies, especially those which 
suffered most in the depression, has been 
allayed by the new form taken by the pro- 
vosed tax, the incidence and effects of which, 
however, will be the subject of close study, 
particularly from the point of view of long- 
term policy.” 


NATIONAL PHYSICAL 
LABORATORY 


On the occasion of the annual inspection of 
the National Physical Laboratory on June 22 
by the General Board, some 2,000 scientisis 
from all parts of Great Britain met at Ted- 
dington to review the work of the Laboratory 
and the advances made during the year. An 
astonishing range of research is revealed by 
a tour of the various departments. One 
example lies in the automatic measurement of 
daylight. The amount of daylight penetrating 
into rooms is an important quantity to people 
working in those rooms. The question of bad 
lighting conditions is also important to autho- 
rities deciding on slum clearance schemes. 
As architects who visited the recent D.S.LR. 
exhibition at the Building Centre may recall, 
the Laboratory has devised an instrument 
which will tell at a glance just how good or 


bad the natural lighting is in any room or 
part of a room. This instrument—a daylight 
tactor-meter—makes use of two photoelectric 
cells, so that it is entirely automatic in action, 
and the results obtained are not subject to 
errors of judgment on the part of the user. 

Heat transmission through double and 
multiple windows is another subject which 
has occupied the Laboratory's attention. 
Double windows are common in countries 
which experience intense cold, but are Jess 
familiar in Great Britain. They are now 
being adopted for use in showcases and cold- 
storage chambers where refrigerated produce 
is to be inspected from without. The Labora- 
tory is therefore studying the rate at which 
heat flows through such windows, so as to 
determine the best spacing of the glass panes 
and whether it ie worth while to increase the 
number of panes in.a window above two. 
This is done by means of a box constructed of 
heat-insulating material, into which the win- 
dows can be fitted. The box contains heaters, 
and the quantity of heat flowing through ite 
walls is known from subsidiary experiments. 
Thus measurements of the heat generated and 
of the temperature excess within the box 
enable the heat-flow through the window to 
be calculated. 

Apparatus is on view for the measurement 
of protection afforded by building materials 
for high-voltage X-rays, and also portable 
apparatus for the measurement of noise. The 
noise meter shown, which was designed by 
the Laboratory, is of the objective type, in 
which a numerical value of loudness is given 
by the movement of a pointer over a dial. 
The circuits have been so designed as to take 
due account of the case where the sound 
under study is intermittent. 


THE INSTITUTION OF GAS 
ENGINEERS 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


Mr. Srepnen Lacey, B.Se., M.Inst.C.E., 
in his Presidential Address to the 74th annual 
general meeting held in London recently, 
said that it would appear that we were at 
last approaching the time when the burning 
of crude coal for domestic heating would be 
generally recognised as a relic of the past, 
imposing an unnecessary burden of work, dirt 
and ill-health on the individual as well as 
being wasteful from the national point of 
view. It must be our task, he added, to 
hasten that recognition, and to offer practical 
alternatives in terms of gas and coke to the 
great majority, if not all, of the present 
modes of domestic coal consumption. *“‘ Inci 
dentally,”’ he added, ‘‘ I may say that the gas 
industry has the electrical industry to thank 
for leading the way in the introduction of 
promotional tariffs, by which the commodity 
is sold at a rate substantially below the 
average price after the individual customer 
has paid his share of the standing charges. 
Experience of many gas undertakings has 
shown that such tariffs are essential to the 
further development of the sale of gas to an 
extent at all commensurate with the oppor- 
tunities in the smokeless fuel market. 

‘On the other hand, there are still many 
gas undertakings which have not yet seen 
their way to make any considerable departure 
from the flat rate method of charge. I am 
aware, of course, of the practical difficulties 
that have to be faced where the present flat 
rate is such as to provide little or no margin 
to cover the estimated loss of revenue that 
would immediately result from giving an 
advantage to existing ‘ good consumers.’ 
Nevertheless, there can be no doubt that the 
new methods of charge must come sooner or 
Jater. All statutory gas sagen ag? + now 
have the necessary powers under the Gas 
Undertakings Act, 1934, and it is satisfactory 
to note that the Joint Committee of the House 
of Lords and the House of Commons on Gas 
Prices, in its Report of this year, fully recog- 
nised the unsuitability of the flat rate method 
of charge inthe highly competitive conditions 
that now prevail.”
